WORLD PRODUCTION OF GOLD 


Figures Given by the Director of the 
Mint Show Enormous Amount of 
Metal Mined. 





Since Columbus landed in America, 
according to statistics assembled by 
the director of the mint, the world 
production of gold through 1919 
amounted to more than % billion troy 
ounces. The estimated amount is the 
equivalent of 29,448.92 tons of the 
precious _metai, occupying 49,100.85 
cubie feet, and worth more than 17% 
billions of dollars. 

This tremendous volume of gold 
must be measured by a bigger unit 
than the gold dollar if its magnitude 
is to be appreciated. If gold were 
cast in gigantic “dollars” one foot 
thick and having a diameter of approx- 
imately 18 feet 9 inches, each would 
weigh 165.85 tons and be worth 100 
million dollars. The world’s gold pro- 
duction since 1492 would make 177 
such “dollars” and leave more than 
half enough for another. If stacked, 
therefore, these gargantuan coins 
would form a tower 18 feet 9 inches 
in diameter, more than 177 feet high. 
Since 1905 the average annual world 
would have added 
“dollars” to 
the stack each year, but in 1918 and 
the latest two years for which 
statistics are complete, the output
